WHEREAS,  The  Department  conducted  a  Request  for  Proposals  for  rent  subsidies 
services  for  San  Franciscans  living  with  HIV/AIDS  which  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the 
San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  for  award  of  a  contract; 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  requests  approval  of  the  contract  for  a  term  of  five  years 
for  the  period  of  July  1,  2011,  through  June  30,  2016,  in  the  total  amount  of  $19,685,910,  with 
five  additional  one-year  options  to  renew  the  contract,  as  allowed  for  in  the  Request  for 
Proposals;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  9.1 18  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  states  that  contracts  requiring 
anticipated  expenditures  of  over  $10  million  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 
and 

r    WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  estimates  that  the  annual  payment  of  this 
contract  may  be  increased  over  the  original  contract  amount,  as  additional  funds  become 
available  between  July  1,  2011  and  the  end  of  the  contract  term,  with  five  additional  one-year 
options  to  renew;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  copy  of  this  contract  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  1 10664,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration/Purchaser,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  execute  a  contract  with  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  for  the  provision 
of  rental  subsidy  services  to  residents  of  San  Francisco  living  with  HIV/AIDS  for  the  period  of

[Accept  and  Expend  Grant  -  Altamont  Education  Advisory  Board  -  $10,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  De|>artment  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  from  Altamont  Education  Advisory  Board  to  expand 
recycling  and  lunchroom  composting  programs  at  schools  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  evaluation  of  responses  to  an  Altamont  Education  Advisory 
Board  request  for  proposals  in  the  area  of  Waste  Reduction  and  Environmental  Education,  the 
Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  was  selected  to  be  the  recipient 
of  $10,000.00  in  funding  to  support  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  other  city 
schools  in  diverting  50%  of  their  waste  by  the  end  of  June  2012  by  providing  compostable 
bags  to  schools  and  stipends  to  custodians  and  other  support  persons;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  achieved  77%  city-wide  waste  diversion  in  2008,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  only  diverted  approximately  53%  of  its  waste  in  the  2010/1 1 
school  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adopted 
landfill  diversion  goals  of  50%  by  2006,  75%  by  2015  and  85%  by  2025;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  school's  waste  stream  is  generally  comprised  of  41%  paper, 
2%  glass,  4%  metal,  12%  plastic,  and  32%  organic  matter  such  as  food  scraps,  yard 
trimmings,  and  soiled  paper,  which  means  schools  with  comprehensive  recycling  and 
composting  programs  could  potentially  divert  up  to  97%  of  their  waste;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  eighteen  years,  San  Francisco's  public  and  private  schools  have 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  teach  environmental  concepts, 
implement  successful  resource  conservation  and  waste  diversion  programs,  and  create 
positive  behavior  changes  towards  the  environment;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  operates  one  of  the  most  progressive 
waste  diversion  programs  in  the  country  and  is  ideally  positioned  to  apply  its  recycling  and 
recovery  knowledge  to  schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  schools  struggle  to  implement  waste  diversion  programs  without 
adequate  classroom  recycling  bins,  compostable  bags,  and  the  on-going  participation  of 
custodians;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  has 
partnered  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Distnct  and  Recology  Waste  Management 
Company  to  address  the  challenges  faced  by  schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funding  from  this  grant  will  help  provide  compostable  bags  and  stipends 
to  assist  in  implementing  waste  diversion  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  provision  for  indirect  costs  of  $910;  and 
WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  funding  in  the  amount  of 
$10,000.00  from  the  Altamont  Education  Advisory  Board  to  expand  recycling  and  lunchroom 
composting  programs  at  schools  in  San  Francisco.

[Concern  Over  the  Deshon  Marman  Incident  on  US  Airways] 

Resolution  expressing  concern  over  the  treatment  of  Deshon  Marman  by  US  Airways, 
and  urging  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  investigate  US  Airways'  actions  and 
develop  and  implement  consistent  dress  requirements  for  passengers. 

WHEREAS,  Deshon  Marman,  a  20  year  old  student  of  the  University  of  New  Mexico  at 
Albuquerque  and  resident  of  San  Francisco's  Hunters  Point  neighborhood,  was  a  passenger 
on  US  Airways  Flight  488  to  Albuquerque,  on  June  1 5,  201 1 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  US  Ainways  has  no  written  dress  code  policy,  Mr.  Marman  was 
asked  by  a  US  Ain/vays  ticket  agent  to  pull  up  his  pants  on  the  flight,  which  he  agreed  to  do 
once  seated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  When  asked  about  how  the  airline  implements  dress  code  requirements, 
US  Airways  spokeswoman  Valerie  Wunder  stated  "We  don't  have  a  dress  code  policy. 
Obviously,  if  their  private  parts  are  exposed,  that's  not  appropriate...  So  if  they're  not  exposing 
their  private  parts,  they're  allowed  to  fly";  and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  Mr.  Marmon  complied  with  US  Airways  staff's  request,  the  pilot 
informed  Mr.  Marmon  that  they  would  not  fly  the  plane  until  he  exited;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  exiting  the  plane,  Mr.  Marman  was  arrested  on  suspicion  of  a  felony 
count  of  battery  of  a  police  officer  and  misdemeanor  counts  of  resisting  arrest  and 
trespassing,  serious  criminal  charges  for  which  Mr.  Marman  is  contesting;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  US  Ainways  passengers  have  previously  complained  about 
another  passenger  who  flies  on  the  airline  dressed  in  lingerie.  This  passenger  was  not  asked 
to  change  his  attire  or  exited  from  his  flights;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  inconsistent  treatment  of  these  passengers  by  US  Airways  and  the 
absence  of  a  dress  code  policy  suggests  that  the  airline  has  selectively  enforced  subjective 
standards  of  dress  on  its  passengers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Marmon  experienced  embarrassment  and  humiliation  when  being 
forcefully  removed  from  a  plane,  as  a  result  of  this  apparent  subjective  enforcement  of  dress 
standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  enforcement  of  these  subjective  standards  violates  passengers,  such 
as  Mr.  Marmon's  civil  rights;  and, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  express  concern  over  US  Airways'  treatment  of  Mr.  Marmon  and  their  lack  of  any 
formal  dress  code  requirements;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  investigate  the  selective  enforcement 
practices  of  US  Airways  related  to  passengers'  attire;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  develop  and  implement  consistent 
dress  code  policies  that  do  not  lead  to  the  infringement  of  passengers'  civil  nghts.

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  (College)  owns  real  property 
that  is  adjacent  to  the  City  Property  and  comprised  of  approximately  6.60  acres,  as  depicted  on 
the  Project  Map  (College  Property);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  wishes  to  acquire  fee  interest  in  the  College  Property  and  the  College 
wishes  to  acquire  fee  interest  in  the  SFPUC  Reservoir  Property  and  the  SFMTA  Property  through 
an  exchange  and  conveyance  of  the  properties  (Exchange),  all  pursuant  to  an  Agreement  for  the 
Exchange  and  Conveyance  of  Real  Property  (Exchange  Agreement);  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  and  College  have  each  independently  verified  that  the  collective  fair 
market  value  of  the  consideration  received  by  College  for  the  Exchange  is  equal  to  the  collective 
fair  market  value  of  the  consideration  received  by  SFPUC  for  the  Exchange;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  execution  of  the  Exchange  Agreement  and  performance  of  their 
respective  obligations  under  the  Exchange  Agreement  was  approved  by  SFPUC's  Commission  on 
December  9,  2008  through  Resolution  No.  08-0029  (SFPUC  Exchange  Resolution),  and  by 
College's  Board  of  Trustees  through  Resolution  No  081218-W1    Copies  of  such  resolutions  are 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      110771     and  are  incorporated

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  wishes  to  have  jurisdiction  of  the  SFMTA  Property  to  facilitate  the

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  and  SFPUC  are  parties  to  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  dated 
March  1 ,  2009,  which  provides  for  the  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  SFMTA  Property  to  SFPUC  and 
the  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  SFPUC  Additional  Property  to  SFMTA  (Transfer  MOU);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transfer  MOU  was  approved  by  SFMTA's  Board  of  Directors  on  March 
17,  2009  through  Resolution  No.  09-043  and  by  SFPUC's  Commission  on  February  10,  2009 
through  Resolution  No.  09-0030  (Jurisdictional  Transfer  Resolutions).  Copies  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Transfer  Resolutions  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110771 
and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23.14  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  the  Director  of  Property  has  determined  and  reported  to  the  Mayor  that  the 
estimated  fair  market  value  of  the  SFMTA  Property  is  equal  to  the  fair  market  value  of  the  SFPUC 
Additional  Property,  the  fair  market  value  of  the  SFPUC  Additional  Property  exceeds  its  historical 
cost,  and  in  his  opinion,  the  SFPUC  Additional  Property  can  be  used  more  advantageously  by 
SFMTA  and  the  SFMTA  Property  can  be  used  more  advantageously  by  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23.15  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  the  Mayor  believes  the  SFPUC  Additional  Property  can  be  used  more 
advantageously  by  SFMTA  and  the  SFMTA  Property  can  be  used  more  advantageously  by 
SFPUC  and  recommends  the  proposed  jurisdictional  transfers  of  the  SFMTA  Property  to  SFPUC 
and  the  SFPUC  Additional  Property  to  SFMTA;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  a  letter  to  the  Department  of  Real  Estate  dated  November  5,  2010,  the 
City's  Planning  Department  found  that  the  jurisdictional  transfers  of  the  SFPUC  Additional 
Property  to  SFMTA  and  the  SFMTA  Property  to  SFPUC,  and  the  subsequent  Exchange,  were  all 
consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b).  A  copy  of  such 
letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110115  and  is  incorporated 
herein  by  reference.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Resolution  are  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  with  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1(b) 
for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  said  letter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Motion  No.  17774,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  (Planning 
Commission)  adopted  the  Balboa  Park  Station  Area  Plan  Environmental  Impact  Report  (SCH# 
20060721 14  (Plan  EIR)  pursuant  to  the  requirements  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act, 
California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.  (CEQA),  and  the  Guidelines  for 
Implementation  of  CEQA,  14  California  Code  of  Regulations  Sections  1 5000  et  seq.  (CEQA 
Guidelines)  on  December  4,  2008,  which  certified  the  Plan  EIR  as  complete  along  with  other 
required  findings,  and  the  Plan  EIR  contemplated,  among  other  things,  the  jurisdictional  transfer  of 
the  SFMTA  Property  and  the  SFPUC  Property  and  the  Exchange;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  also  adopted  environmental  findings  for  the  Plan 
EIR  pursuant  to  CEQA  and  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  for  significant  and 
unavoidable  transportation  and  historical  resources  impacts,  and  established  a  Mitigation 
Monitoring  Program  that  attaches  mitigation  measures  and  improvement  measures  identified  in 
the  Plan  EIR  (Environmental  Findings),  all  under  Motion  No.  17775  on  December  4,  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  No.  60-09  to  adopt  the  Balboa 
Park  Station  Area  Plan  and,  as  part  of  that  action,  also  adopted  the  Environmental  Findings  as  its 
own.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  determines  there  are  no  significant  new  information  since  its 
adoption  of  the  Balboa  Park  Station  Area  Plan  and  Environmental  Findings  that  would  change  the 
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conclusions  of  the  Plan  EIR,  or  require  any  changes  to  the  Environmental  Findings  on  which  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  continues  to  rely  in  accordance  with  CEQA  for  the  actions  contemplated 
herein.  A  copy  of  Ordinance  No.  60-09,  the  Plan  EIR  and  the  Planning  Commission  motions, 
including  the  Environmental  Findings,  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File 
No.  110115  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  adopting  the  SFPUC  Exchange  Resolution,  SFPUC,  in  accordance  with

$150,000,000] 

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  execute  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program-Funded 
Agreement  No.  CS-165,  Program  Management  Services,  with  AECOM-Parsons  Joint 
Venture,  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $150,000,000  with  a  term  of  up  to  15  years,  under 
Charter  Section  9.118. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  has  developed 
the  proposed  Sewer  System  Improvement  Program  ("SSIP"),  following  extensive  public 
meetings,  focus  groups,  and  Commission  workshops  over  an  18-month  period  regarding  the 
condition  of  the  City's  wastewater  system.  Assessments  revealed  that  the  City's  major 
stormwater/treatment  and  collection  systems  are  aging  and  lack  redundancy.  The  last  major 
capital  work  and  master  planning  effort  for  the  sewer  system  took  place  in  the  1970's,  forty 
years  ago.  A  new  master  planning  process  was  initiated  in  2004  that  included  extensive  public 
meetings,  focus  groups,  and  detailed  Commission  workshops  to  evaluate  the  City's 
wastewater  system  condition,  identify  appropriate  levels  of  service  and  improvements  to 
better  serve  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  process  resulted  in  Commission  endorsement  of  specific  goals  and 
levels  of  service  to  bring  the  sewer  system  to  a  state  of  good  repair  to  ensure  continued 
regulatory  compliance,  reliability,  and  redundancy;  and  to  meet  the  known,  and  foreseeable 
challenges  of  today  and  the  future.  The  identified  challenges  include:  Aging  infrastructure  and 
poor  condition  of  existing  facilities  with  little  remaining  useful  life;  Seismic  deficiencies  and 
lack  of  structural  integrity;  Limited  operating  flexibility  and  lack  of  redundancy;  The  ongoing 
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need  to  protect  the  environment  and  public  health,  meet  regulatory  challenges,  and  conserve 
resources;  Adaptation  to  climate  change;  and  Improved  stormwater  management;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  identified  approximately  20  proposed  capital 
improvement  projects,  to  address  and  mitigate  these  challenges  and  to  meet  the  Commission 
endorsed  goals  and  levels  of  service.  The  Commission  estimated  the  cost  to  complete  all  of 
the  proposed  improvements  to  be  approximately  $6.9  billion  for  the  proposed  capital 
improvement  projects  that  ultimately  would  comprise  the  SSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  evaluation  of  the  proposed  capital  improvement  projects  will  include 
further  engineering  and  environmental  review,  as  well  as  financial  analysis,  prior  to  any  action 
by  the  Commission  to  approve  or  this  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fund  these  proposed  projects. 
The  implementation  of  the  SSIP,  beginning  with  the  evaluation  process,  is  being  led  by  City 
staff  and  is  structured  to  function  as  a  matrix  organization  that  will  be  managed  by  the 
Infrastructure  Wastewater  Enterprise  Capital  Improvement  Program  Director  (Program 
Director)  and  will  include  staff  and  resources  from  SFPUC's  Infrastructure  Division, 
Wastewater  Enterprise,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  In  addition,  there  will  be  support 
from  other  SFPUC  departments  including  External  Affairs  and  Business  Services,  as  well  as 
various  other  City  departments.  Consultants  with  extensive  experience  on  wastewater  capital 
programs  similar  in  scope  and  size  of  the  SSIP,  however,  will  play  a  key  role  in  the 
implementation  of  the  Program:  and 

WHEREAS,  For  management  purposes,  the  implementation  of  the  SSIP  is  divided  into 
2  major  phases  -  pre-construction  and  construction.  Pre-construction  efforts  include  all 
planning,  design,  environmental  review,  right-of-way  and  contracting  activities.  The 
construction  phase  will  begin  following  the  award  of  a  construction  contract  and  extend 
through  start-up,  testing  and  close-out  of  that  contract:  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  services  of  the  Program  Management  Consultant  will  be  used  to 
support  the  SSIP  management  team  on  programmatic  functions,  on  a  task  order  basis, 
throughout  the  duration  of  the  Program.  The  SFPUC's  management  team  will  draw  upon  the 
Program  Management  consultant  team  to  supplement  existing  internal  resources  to  validate 
the  SSIP  proposed  projects  and  scope,  schedule  and  budget,  provide  programmatic 
functions,  and  provide  specialized  technical  services  and  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  Use  of  a  single  Program  Management  team  though  the  entire  capital 
improvement  program  will  ensure  that  the  SFPUC  receives  the  benefits  of  continuity  of 
specialized  wastewater  program  consultant  services,  captures  the  consultant  team's 
institutional  knowledge  gained  through  the  contract  work,  and  avoids  the  time  delays, 
additional  operational  risks,  and  the  expense  of  replacing  and  mobilizing  consultant  teams 
during  the  SSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  Program  Management  contract,  the  SFPUC  will  obtain  highly 
specialized  and  state  of  the  art  resources  to  complement  the  work  of  City  staff  in  the  areas  of 
climate  change,  watershed  management,  regulatory  compliance,  energy  recovery,  seismic 
design,  treatment  plant  technologies,  sustainability,  program  controls  and  wastewater 
program  management;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  not  to  exceed  $150,000,000,  funds  have 
been  appropriated  and  will  be  available  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  agreement  only  for  the  first 
year's  task  orders  from  Project  CENMSCSP06  -  SSIP  Planning,  and  various  proposed  SSIP 
capital  project  planning  and  design  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  ensure  continuity  of  consultant  services  and  to  capture  the  Consultant 
team's  institutional  knowledge  accumulated  through  the  contract  work,  the  contract's  duration 
of  services  is  up  to  15  years,  with  services  anticipated  to  begin  in  September  2011  and  end  in 
September  2026;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  advertised  a  request  for  proposals  ("RFP")  for  Program 
Management  Services  for  the  SSIP  on  March  14,  201 1 .  The  RFP  solicited  proposals  from 
highly  qualified  firms  to  support  the  SSIP  management  team  on  a  number  of  programmatic 
functions  such  as:  strategic  program  development;  risk  management;  optimization  and  project 
validation;  labor  and  contract  relations;  asset  management  integration;  scheduling;  cost 
estimates;  staff  training;  and  analysis  of  alternative  delivery  mechanisms.  The  Program 
Management  Consultant  will  also  provide  specialized  technical  services  and  resources,  such 
as:  preliminary  design,  engineering,  watershed  hydraulics,  regulatory,  real  time  controls,  and 
City  staff  augmentation  when  appropriate  on  an  as-needed  or  project-specific  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  5,  2011 ,  the  SFPUC  received  three  proposals  in  response  to  the 
RFP;  and 

WHEREAS,  AECOM-Parsons  Joint  Venture  ("AECOM-Parsons")  was  the  highest- 
ranking  proposer:  and 

WHEREAS,  A  sub-consulting  goal  of  10%  Local  Business  Enterprise  ("LBE") 
participation  (of  the  total  value  of  services  to  be  provided)  has  been  established  and  approved 
for  this  agreement  by  the  Human  Rights  Commission:  and 

WHEREAS,  AECOM-Parsons  exceeded  the  LBE  goal  by  6.1%,  for  a  total  of  16.1% 
LBE  participation;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFPUC  Resolution  No  1 1-0101  approved  the  selection  of  AECOM- 
Parsons;  awarded  SSIP-funded  Agreement  No.  CS-165,  Program  Management  Services,  to 
provide  program  management  services  for  the  SSIP;  authorized  the  General  Manager  of  the 
SFPUC  to  negotiate  a  professional  services  agreement  with  AECOM-Parsons  for  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1 50,000,000,  and  with  a  duration  of  up  to  1 5  years,  or,  in  the  event 
negotiations  are  not  successful  or  City  requirements  are  not  satisfied,  to  negotiate  a 
professional  services  agreement  with  the  next  highest-ranked  proposer;  and  authorized  the

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Resources  Recycling  and  Recovery  requires

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  the  proposed  Landfill  Disposal  Agreement  and  Facilitation 
Agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  101225  and  are

District  No.  2009-1  (San  Francisco  Sustainable  Financing)"  (the  "Special  Tax  District"),  to 
authorize  the  levy  of  special  taxes  upon  the  land  within  the  Special  Tax  District,  and  to  issue

WHEREAS,  The  DOE  would  consider  the  Grant  Funds  to  be  obligated  by  the  City  in 
accordance  with  the  guidelines  of  DOE  Program  Notice  09-002C,  as  effective  on  March  14, 
2011,  as  a  result  of  the  City  transferring  such  moneys  to  Wells  Fargo  Bank,  National 
Association  (the  "Fiscal  Agent"),  pursuant  to  a  Loan  Loss  Reserve  Agreement,  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Fiscal  Agent,  as  fiscal  agent  (the  "Loan  Loss  Reserve  Agreement"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  believes  that  its  commitment  of  the  Grant  Funds  as  credit  support 
enhancement  for  Bonds  issued  by  the  City  as  part  of  the  Program  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Loss 
Reserve  Agreement  is  essential  to  attract  property  owners  and  private  capital  to  the  Program 
and,  therefore,  to  the  Program's  ultimate  success;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  now  wishes  to  establish  administrative  terms 
and  conditions  and  related  processes  to  implement  and  operate  the  proposed  Special  Tax 
District  and  the  proposed  Program;  now,  therefore,  be  it

FURTHER  RESOLVED  That  the  Administrator  shall  establish  and  publish  terms  and 
conditions  for  City  Non-Residential  Property  owners  to  apply  for  Program  financing  and,  if 
approved,  to  opt  into  the  Special  Tax  District  as  an  Improvement  Area,  approve  the  levy  of  the 
special  tax,  and  obtain  such  financing;  at  a  minimum,  such  terms  and  conditions  shall  include 
the  following: 

a.  Application  procedures.  These  procedures  shall  include  submission  by  a 
participating  owner  of  Non-Residential  Property  of  (i)  an  application,  (ii)  supporting 
documentation  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  existing  lien  holder  consent  form;  an  energy  audit 
report;  a  contractor  bid  for  the  construction  and  installation  of  any  improvement;  and  a 
completed  cost  and  energy  savings  analysis  form),  and  (iii)  one-time  administration  fees  and 
expenses. 

b.  Financial  terms.  These  terms  should  include  a  clear  statement  of  the  related 
costs  to  be  paid  by  participating  owners  of  Non-Residential  Property,  such  as  application  and 
other  administrative  fees,  as  well  as  a  description  of  the  process  for  establishing  financing 
costs  under  the  Program. 
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c.  Property  eligibility  criteria.  These  criteria  shall  be  established  as  a  means  to 
demonstrate  the  ability  of  the  subject  property  to  pay  the  special  taxes  to  be  levied  by  the  City 
in  connection  with  the  Program.  At  minimum,  these  criteria  shall  include  some  demonstration 
that  the  property's  value  exceeds  the  aggregate  total  of  all  private  debt  secured  by  the 
property  plus  the  principal  amount  of  the  proposed  special  tax  financing.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  property  eligibility  criteria  in  substantially  the 
form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Administrator  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  make  additions  or  changes  to  the  property  eligibility  criteria  that  are 
substantially  consistent  with  those  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which 
the  Administrator  concludes,  following  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City's  bond 
counsel,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  implement  the  Program  and  achieve  its  public 
purposes. 

d.  Project  eligibility  criteria.  These  criteria  shall  be  established  to  identify  whether  a 
proposed  project  or  group  of  projects  is  of  a  size  and  character  appropriate  in  relation  to  the 
size  of  and  approved  funding  source  for  the  Program. 

e.  List  of  eligible  improvements.  The  Administrator  shall  develop  a  list  of 
improvements  that  are  eligible  for  Program  financing.  The  initial  list  should  build  off  of  the 
projects  eligible  for  funding  from  existing  state  and  federal  grant  programs,  with  new 
improvements  to  be  added  upon  a  demonstration  of  numerous  successful  applications 
providing  cost-effective  energy  or  water  savings.  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  hereby  approves 
the  form  of  the  list  of  eligible  improvements  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Administrator  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make 
additions  or  changes  to  the  list  of  eligible  improvements  that  are  substantially  consistent  with 
those  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  the  Administrator 
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concludes,  following  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City's  bond  counsel,  are 
necessary  or  advisable  to  implement  the  Program  and  achieve  its  public  purposes. 

f.  Energy  and  water  rating  requirements.  In  accordance  with  the  state  and  federal 
policies  relative  to  retrofits  in  general  and  property  tax  lien  financing  programs  in  particular, 
the  Program  shall  include  a  strategy  to  encourage  energy  and/or  water  audits,  ratings  or 
similar  systematic  analysis  as  a  prerequisite  to  financing  approval,  as  well  as  the  translation  of 
such  analyses  to  desired  outcomes  in  terms  of  the  implementation  of  energy  and  water 
efficiency  retrofits.  In  particular,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  endorses  the  concept  of  loading 
order,  where  cost  effective  energy  efficiency  measures  are  pursued  in  advance  of  or  in 
conjunction  with  more  costly  renewable  energy  projects. 

g.  Firstsource  hiring.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  the  City's  program 
administrator  will  promote  local  hiring  for  jobs  created  by  this  Program,  and  will  work 
collaboratively  with  community  stakeholders  to  develop  an  appropriate  strategy  to  promote 
First  Source  hiring  by  program  participants. 

h.  Regulatory  compliance.  The  Administrator  should  develop  Program  terms  that 
assist  in  ensuring  that  all  improvements  are  installed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with 
applicable  laws  and  regulations;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Administrator  shall  publish  and  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  initial  status  report  on  the  progress  of  the  Program  not  more  than 
six  months  from  the  date  the  Program  first  accepts  applications,  with  further  semi-annual 
reports  on  the  Program's  performance  to  be  so  published  and  filed  on  or  around  the  six-month 
anniversary  of  such  date,  and  such  reports  shall  include,  at  a  minimum: 

a.  Total  dollar  amount  and  number  of  projects  financed; 

b.  A  description  of  the  construction  status  of  facilities  financed  through  the 
Program; 
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c.  A  projection  of  future  financing  demand; 

d.  Program  costs,  including  funds  drawn  from  state  or  federal  grant  sources; 

e.  Program  funding  capacity  under  existing  financial  agreements  and  the  bonded 
indebtedness  limit  of  the  Special  Tax  District; 

f.  Current  list  of  eligible  projects; 

g.  A  description  of  emerging  technologies  or  transaction  types  that  appear  to  be 
likely  to  grow  in  the  coming  year  based  on  Program  experience;  and  recommendations  for 
changes  to  the  Program's  legal  or  administrative  structure,  if  any;  and 

h.  A  summary  of  the  environmental,  economic  and  other  benefits  of  any  Facilities 
financed  through  the  Program.

Resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  to  ban  menthol  in 
cigarettes  and  other  tobacco  products. 

WHEREAS,  A  high  percentage  of  children  aged  12-17  years,  including  Asian 
American,  Latino/Hispanic,  African  American,  and  white  high  school-aged  teens  who  smoke 
use  menthol  cigarettes;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  high  percentage  of  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  and  Queer 
(LGBTQ)  smokers,  particularly  youth,  smoke  menthol  cigarettes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  tobacco  industry  has  a  well-documented  history  of  developing  and 
marketing  mentholated  brands  to  racial  and  ethnic  minorities  and  youth;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  tobacco  industry  manipulated  the  dose  of  menthol  in  cigarettes  to 
ensure  the  uptake  and  continued  use  of  tobacco,  especially  by  young  people  and  other 
vulnerable  populations  for  many  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mentholated  and  flavored  products  have  been  proven  to  be  a  "starter" 
product  for  youth  who  begin  smoking;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  already  prohibits  cigarettes  from 
having  candy,  fruit,  and  spice  as  characterizing  flavors  because  these  flavors  make  tobacco 
products  especially  appealing  to  children,  and  often  lead  to  a  lifetime  of  tobacco  addiction; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Menthol  was  expressly  exempted  from  the  ban  on  characterizing  flavors  in 
cigarettes;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  tobacco  industry  has  perniciously  targeted  African  Americans  with 
mentholated  products  and  as  a  result  many  African  American  smokers  smoke  menthol 
cigarettes,  as  compared  to  white  smokers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administration  has  the  authority  to  issue  product 
standards  to  promote  public  health,  which  can  include  reducing  or  eliminating  certain 
ingredients;  and

"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1 .101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercy  Housing  California  50,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the 
"Developer"),  desires  to  construct  a  90-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  seniors 
at  121  Golden  Gate  Avenue  to  be  known  as  the  121  Golden  Gate  Avenue  Senior  Community 
(the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  Issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$26,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  3,  201 1 ,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing  with 
respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on  July 
18,  201 1 ,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  July  1 8,  201 1  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $26,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  {the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $26,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirennents  are  not  rriet,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  othenA^ise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  an  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  a  two 
permanent  access  road  easements  and  two  temporary  construction  easements  over, 
on  and  in  portions  of  Assessor's  Parcel  Numbers  253-270-17,  19,  21,  24  and  25 
located  in  San  Joaquin  County,  required  for  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  System  Project 
No.  CUW37301  (the  Project)  for  a  purchase  price  of  $83,900;  adopting  findings  under 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA);  adopting  findings  that  the 
conveyance  Is  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  Eight  Priority  Policies  of 
City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  and  authorizing  the  Director  of  Property  to 
execute  documents,  make  certain  modifications  and  take  certain  actions  in 
furtherance  of  this  resolution. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed 
a  project  known  as  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  System  Project,  (also  commonly  referred  to  as 
the  SJPL  System  Project,  Project  No.CUW37301,  and  herein  as  the  "Project"),  a  water 
infrastructure  project  included  as  part  of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP).

for  the  long  term  redevelopment  of  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  the  redevelopment  of  the

WHEREAS,  AMEC  Geomatrix,  Inc.  ("Contractor"  or  "Geomatrix")  was  selected  by  the 
City's  Department  of  Public  Works  {"DPW")  as  an  "as-needed"  contractor  to  provide 
environmental  review  and  remediation  activities  based  on  a  public  Request  for  Proposals 
process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Contractor  performed  services  under  a  contract  with  DPW  for  several 
agencies  and  locations,  including  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  amended  the  contract  from  time  to  time  to  extend  the  term

Resolution  responding  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  on  the  findings 
and  recommendations  contained  in  the  2010-2011  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report  entitled  "The 
Parkmerced  Vision:  Government  by  Developer"  and  urging  the  Mayor  to  cause  the 
implementation  of  accepted  findings  and  recommendations  through  his  department 
heads  and  through  the  development  of  the  annual  budget. 


WHEREAS,  Under  California  Penal  Code  Section  933  et  seq.,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  within  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  the  findings  and  recommendations  contained  in  Civil  Grand  Jury  Reports;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  if  a  finding  or 
recommendation  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  addresses  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  of  a 
county  agency  or  a  department  headed  by  an  elected  officer,  the  agency  or  department  head 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  respond  if  requested  by  the  Civil  Grand  Jury,  but  the 
response  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  address  only  budgetary  or  personnel  matters  over 
which  it  has  some  decision  making  authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2010-2011  Civil  Grand  Jury  Report  entitled  "The  Parkmerced  Vision: 
Government  by  Developer"  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
1 10687,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Civil  Grand  Jury  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respond 
to  Finding  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  as  well  as  the  Recommendation  contained  in  the  subject  Civil 
Grand  Jury  report;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  1  states:  "By  not  explaining  how  it  will  override/resolve 
potentially  conflicting  provisions  of  state  law,  the  Development  Agreement  does  not  protect 
tenants  against  rent  increases  as  it  claims;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  2  states:  "Having  no  penalties  or  disincentives  for  the 
owner/developer  in  the  Development  Agreement  should  it  ghoose  to  abandon  the  project 
before  completion,  encourages  short  term  investment  speculation  over  long  term  collaborative 
development  with  the  City,  and  adds  risk  to  the  program;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  3  states:  "The  owner/developer  fails  to  address  the  social  and 
financial  impact  to  the  Parkmerced  citizen/tenants,  local  businesses  and  citizen  users  of  the 
19th  Avenue  traffic  corridor  if  it  elects  to  abandon  re-development  of  Parkmerced  and  sell  the 
property  to  another  party;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  4  states:  "The  Development  Agreement  presumes  demolition 
is  necessary,  and  presents  no  alternative,  or  combination  of  alternatives,  that  might  satisfy  the 
programmatic  goals  of  redevelopment  without  the  demolition  of  1 ,583  occupied  units;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Finding  No.  5  states:  'The  Development  Agreement's  claim  that  it  provides 
rent  control  protection  on  newly  constructed  units  under  the  City's  rent  stabilization  ordinance 
is  uncertain.  It  may  not  be  enforceable;"  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recommendation  states:  "In  addition  to  addressing  the  findings  of  this 
report,  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  recommends  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  remove 
Section  2.2.2  (h)  of  the  Development  Agreement,  and  enact  legislation  prior  to  signing  the 
Development  Agreement  that  adequately  assures  the  statutory  rights  of  existing  tenants  to 
remain  at  Parkmerced  and  enjoy  undisturbed  continued  tenancy.  A  possible  provision  would 
include:  "If  a  landlord  demolishes  residential  property  currently  protected  under  the  City's  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance,  and  builds  new  residential  rental  units  on  the  same 
property  within  five  (5)  years,  the  newly  constructed  units  are  subject  to  the  San  Francisco 
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Rent  Stabilization  Ordinance.  (See  Los  Angeles  City  Ordinance  No.  178848,  codified  as  Los 
Angeles  Municipal  Code  section  151.28).  The  new  legislation  should  be  applicable  to  all 
development,  including  Special  Use  Districts.  With  such  an  ordinance,  tenants  and  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  can  be  reasonably  assured  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is 
making  its  best  efforts  to  ensure  rights  are  being  upheld  regardless  of  development 
arrangements  in  the  future;"  and 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of

Resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  property- 
based  business  improvement  district  (community  benefit  district)  to  be  known  as  the

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  within 
business  districts  to  promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such 
business  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and  . 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code

property  or  businesses  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
on  real  property  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting 
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activities  and  property-related  services  that  specially  benefit  identified  parcels  of  real  property 
located  within  such  districts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  XIIID  of  the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the 
California  Government  Code  impose  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating 
to  assessments  on  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirements  relating  to  assessments  on  real  property  within  a  proposed  property  and 
business  improvement  district,  also  known  as  a  community  benefit  distnct  ("CBD"),  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  property- related  services,  activities 
and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  real  property  within  the  proposed  district 
will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  on  the  assessed  properties  over  and  above  the  general 
benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  property  owners  who  will  pay  more  than  30  percent  of  the  total 
amount  of  assessments  on  properties  within  the  proposed  distnct  signed  and  submitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  (the  "Petition")  requesting  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  establish  a  property-based  community  benefit  distnct  to  be  named  the  "West 
Portal  Community  Benefit  District,"  and  to  levy  assessments  on  properties  located  in  the 
proposed  district  to  fund  property- related  services,  activities  and  improvements  within  the 
district;  and

set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  detailed  engineer's  report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the 
proposed  district,  prepared  by  Terrance  E.  Lowell,  California  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  No.  13398  dated  May  17,  201 1,  entitled  "West  Portal  Community  Benefit  District, 
Engineer's  Report"  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Proposed  Boundaries  Map  has  been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §3110,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows; 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  Section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "West  Portal  Community  Benefit  District"  (the  "District")  for  a  period  of 
thirteen  (13)  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  identified  parcels  of  real 
property  in  the  District  for  a  period  of  thirteen  (13)  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  201 1- 
2012,  subject  to  approval  by  a  majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District  who  cast 
assessment  ballots,  which  ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial 
obligations  of  the  affected  properties.  No  bonds  will  be  issued.  District  operations  will 
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commence  on  or  about  January  1 ,  2012,  following  collection  of  the  assessments  for  fiscal 
year  201 1-2012  and  disbursement  of  the  assessment  proceeds  to  the  nonprofit  owners' 
association  that  will  administer  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  in 
the  District  pursuant  to  Section  36651  of  the  Law  and  a  written  agreement  with  the  City. 

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Supen/isors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  each  dated  May  1 7,  201 1 ,  including  the  estimates 
of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan, 
and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such 
services,  activities  and  improvements.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan  and  the 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  each  dated  May  17,  201 1  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 10772.  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management 
District  Plan,  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  and  other  documents  related  to  the 
District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  available  to  the  public  for 
review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m., 
excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  3.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries 
Map  showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 1 10772,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein.  The  proposed  Distnct  contains  approximately  84  identified  parcels  in  the 
West  Portal  area.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  include  all  parcels  that  front  West 
Portal  Avenue  between  Ulloa  Street  and  15th  Avenue;  and  in  addition  include  the  public 
library,  the  Muni  transfer  station,  and  the  parcels  on  both  sides  of  Ulloa  between  West  Portal 
Avenue  and  Claremont  Boulevard.

Section  6.     The  proposed  property-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include  two  principal  programs:  Maintenance  and  Streetscape  Improvements,  and 
Economic  Development.  There  will  also  be  an  Advocacy  and  Administration  component. 
A.       Maintenance  and  Streetscape  Improvements: 

The  Maintenance  and  Streetscape  Improvements  Program  will  provide  a  cleaner  and 
more  aesthetically  appealing  environment  for  businesses,  employees  and  pedestrians. 

CBD  maintenance  teams  will  provide  enhanced  cleaning  services,  including  sidewalk 
sweeping  and  litter  removal,  power  washing  and  scrubbing  of  sidewalks,  removal  of  illegal 
signs/posters/stickers,  and  graffiti  removal. 

In  addition,  the  CBD  will  undertake  efforts  to  beautify  the  public  right-of-way 
streetscape  and  provide  maintenance,  which  may  include  such  items  as  seasonal  banners, 
flower  baskets,  tree  installation,  and  other  beautification  efforts. 

B.       Economic  Development: 

The  Economic  Development  program  will  provide  activities  to  support  the  growth  and 
vitality  of  existing  businesses,  attract  new  businesses,  and  enhance  the  image  of  West  Portal 
as  a  destination  for  consumer  and  investment  revenues 

CBD  funds  will  be  used  for  market  and  demographic  research,  to  identify  what  is 
needed  to  attract  future  development  and  investment.  This  program  will  identify  the  types  of 
businesses  and  activities  that  are  missing  and  needed  in  the  West  Portal  business  corridor.  A 
variety  of  options  will  be  developed,  that  may  include: 

•  Design  and  dissemination  of  investor  marketing  materials  to  assist  real  estate 
brokers,  developers  and  property  owners  in  business  recruitment  efforts. 

•  Creation  and  maintenance  of  a  database  with  a  variety  of  market  and  real  estate 
information. 
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•  Provision  of  counseling,  financing  referrals  and  business  support  to  start  locally 
owned  independent  businesses. 

•  Provision  of  trouble-shooting  and  liaison  services  between  property  and  business 
owners  and  the  City,  in  an  effort  to  entice  investment  and  business  operations  in 
West  Portal. 

C.      Advocacv  and  Administration: 

The  District  will  support  a  professional  staff  that  delivers  programs  and  advocates  on 
behalf  of  the  District. 

The  CBD  advocacy  services  will  provide  direction  on  policies  and  issues  that  affect  the 
central  business  district. 

Administrative  services  will  include  an  Executive  Director,  and  a  part-time 
administrative  assistant  if  needed,  for  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  CBD.  The 
administrative  services  budget  will  also  include  office  expenses  such  as  rent,  bookkeeping, 
annual  reporting  expenses,  insurance,  and  related  expenses. 

Section  7.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  8.     The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  District  (fiscal  year  2011-2012)  is  estimated  to  be  $198,000.  The  amount  of  the 
annual  assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  two  through  thirteen  (fiscal  years 
2012-2013  through  2023-2024)  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a  percentage 
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that  does  not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers 
in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  three 
percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less. 

Section  9.     The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  36623,  California  Government 
Code  Section  53753,  California  Constitution  Article  XIIID  Section  4,  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  16.112,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.7-1.

Resolution  endorsing  an  updated  Electricity  Resource  Plan  to  provide  a  long-term 
vision  of  San  Francisco's  electricity  future,  to  serve  as  a  policy  guide  to  be  used  in 
proposing  and  implementing  specific  actions  related  to  electric  energy  programs  and 
usage  in  San  Francisco,  and  to  identify  potential  steps  toward  achievement  of  San 
Francisco's  goal  of  having  zero  greenhouse  gas  emissions  from  its  electric  usage  by 
2030. 

WHEREAS,  In  2002  San  Francisco  developed  and  endorsed  through  Resolution  827- 
02  an  Electricity  Resource  Plan  (2002  ERP)  to  "provide  a  long-term  vision  of  the  City's 
possible  electricity  future"  and  to  serve  as  a  "policy  guide  to  be  used  in  proposing  and 
implementing  specific  actions;"  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the  policies  and  actions  it  endorsed,  the  2002  ERP  has 
achieved  its  primary  goal  of  closing  down  the  Hunters  Point  and  Potrero  Power  Plants,  two 
older  and  higher-polluting  fossil-fueled  power  plants  located  in  the  Southeastern  portion  of  the 
City,  as  well  as  encouraging  San  Francisco  to  develop  renewable  energy  and  promote  energy 
efficiency;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  and  the  Mayor  signed 
Resolution  227-08  which  included  the  goals  of  California's  Energy  Action  Plan  which

WHEREAS,  The  201 1  Updated  ERP  incorporates  relevant  energy-related  goals  from 
San  Francisco's  Climate  Action  Plan  and  Peak  Oil  Task  Force;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  2011  Updated  ERP  is  to  develop  a  City-wide  plan  to 
meet  San  Francisco's  zero-GHG  goal  by  2030,  affecting  not  only  the  electric  energy  for 
municipal  facilities  provided  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  but  also  the  83%  of  electric 
energy  currently  being  supplied  to  San  Francisco  by  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  (PG&E)  and

WHEREAS,  The  second  strategy  is  "To  increase  the  amount  of  zero-GHG  electricity 
supplied  to  the  City's  customers  from  the  wholesale  energy  market,"  both  from  throughout  the 
Western  United  States  and  within  San  Francisco,  through  such  activities  as  Community 
Choice  Aggregation,  development  of  green  pricing  options,  and  participation  in  regulatory 
proceedings  affecting  those  entities  that  provide  electric  power  to  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  third  strategy  Is  "Continuing  and  expanding  PUC  electric  service 
guaranteed  to  provide  reliable,  reasonably-priced,  and  environmentally  sensitive  service  to  its 
customers"  by  ensuring  that  the  PUC  Power  Enterprise  is  financially  viable,  develops 
alternative  service  arrangements  for  services  currently  provided  to  the  PUC  through  its

[Extending  Time  to  Consider  Continuing  Redevelopment  Activities] 

Resolution  expressing  the  non-binding  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  comply  with  Part  1.9  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  recently  added  by 
Assembly  Bill  27,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  up  to  an 
additional  month,  until  November  1,  2011,  to  consider  adopting  an  ordinance  allowing 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  continue  to  undertake  state-authorized 
redevelopment  activities  by  agreeing  to  make  ongoing  annual  payments  for  the  benefit 
of  other  taxing  entities,  including  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  City 
College  of  San  Francisco;  and  adopting  findings  that  the  Resolution  is  not  a  project 
under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Agency")  has  implemented  various  redevelopment  plans  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  {the 
"Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  approved,  all  in  accordance 
with  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law,  California  Health  and  Safety  Code 
section  33000  et.  seq.  (the  "CRL").  The  Agency  has  played  a  critical  role  in  alleviating 
physical  and  economic  blight  in  disadvantaged  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco  and  in 
increasing  the  City's  supply  of  affordable  housing.  The  financing  and  other  tools  that  the  CRL 
provides  to  the  Agency  are  necessary  to:  complete  major  multi-phase  revitalization  projects 
that  are  underway  and  are  vital  to  the  City's  future,  such  as  Mission  Bay  (North  and  South), 
Hunters  Point  Shipyard/Candlestick  Point  (Phases  One  and  Two),  and  Transbay;  to  revitalize 
the  Bay  view  Hunters  Point,  Visitacion  Valley  and  South  of  Market  Project  Areas;  to  redevelop 
the  City's  most  distressed  public  housing  developments  under  its  HOPE  SF  Program;  to 
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achieve  the  goals  of  the  local  sustainable  communities  strategy  being  developed  under  SB 
375,  Chapter  4.2  (beginning  with  Section  21 1 55)  of  Division  1 2  of  the  Public  Resources  Code 
("SB  375");  to  produce  jobs  and  much  needed  affordable  housing;  to  alleviate  remaining 
blight;  and  to  convert  closed  federal  military  bases  to  productive  economic  use;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1,  2011,  the  Board  unanimously  approved  Resolution  No.  52- 
11,  opposing  changes  to  the  California  State  budget  for  fiscal  year  2011-12  then  proposed  by 
Governor  Brov\/n  to  eliminate  redevelopment  agencies,  and  urging  the  Governor  and  the  State 
Legislature  to  retain  the  existing  authority  of  redevelopment  agencies  as  needed  to  alleviate 
blight  particularly  in  disadvantaged  neighborhoods,  produce  jobs,  build  public  infrastructure, 
promote  urban  infill  in  furtherance  of  SB  375  and  fund  affordable  housing  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  15,  201 1 ,  as  part  of  a  special  session  that  the  Governor  called  to 
address  the  State's  fiscal  emergency  and  as  trailers  to  the  State's  budget  bill,  the  California 
Legislature  adopted  two  companion  bills  relating  to  community  redevelopment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  first  of  those  bills.  Assembly  Bill  No.  IX  26  (Chapter  5,  Statutes  of 
201 1-12,  First  Extraordinary  Session)  ("AB  26"),  suspends  most  new  activities  of 
redevelopment  agencies  as  of  the  effective  date  of  the  act  (other  than  making  payments  due, 
enforcing  covenants  and  performing  its  obligations  under  existing  bonds,  contracts  and  other 
enforceable  obligations),  dissolves  all  redevelopment  agencies  in  the  State  as  of  October  1, 
201 1  and  designates  successor  agencies-generally  the  cities  and  counties  where  the 
agencies  operated-to  satisfy  "enforceable  obligations"  (as  defined  in  the  act),  presen/e  assets 
for  the  benefit  of  taxing  entities  and  wind  up  the  affairs  of  former  redevelopment  agencies. 
The  successor  agencies  are  subject  to  supenyision  by  newly  established  oversight  boards, 
which  are  separate  from  the  local  legislative  bodies,  and  many  of  their  actions  are  also  subject 
to  discretionary  review  by  the  State  Department  of  Finance;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  AB  26  also  provides  for  the  transfer  of  certain  affordable  housing  functions 
of  a  former  redevelopment  agency  to  a  successor  agency,  but  AB  26,  unless  amended  in  the 
future,  excludes  the  Low  and  Moderate  Income  Housing  Fund  from  the  transfer  of  functions  to 
the  successor  agency  and  instead  requires  the  assets  in  that  fund  to  be  distributed  to  the 
taxing  entities  (rather  than  to  be  used  for  the  production  of  affordable  housing);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  second  bill.  Assembly  Bill  No.  IX  27  (Chapter  6,  Statutes  of  2011-12, 
First  Extraordinary  Session  )  ("AB  27"),  allows  a  city  or  county  (the  "Community")  to  continue 
to  undertake  state-authorized  redevelopment  activities  and  avoid  redevelopment  agency 
dissolution  despite  AB  26,  if  by  October  1,  201 1  the  local  legislative  body  enacts  an  ordinance 
under  Section  34193  of  the  CRL,  including  the  Community's  agreement  to  make  specified 
payments  each  year  ("Community  Remittances")  to  the  Educational  Revenue  Augmentation 
Fund  ("ERAF")  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  school  district  and  community  college,  and,  if 
applicable,  to  a  new  Special  District  Allocation  Fund  ("SDAF")  for  the  benefit  of  certain  special 
districts,  consisting  of  fire  protection  service  and  transit  districts  (the  "Community  Remittance 
Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  27  provides  that  the  Community  may  receive  an  additional  month  to 
adopt  a  Community  Remittance  Ordinance  if,  before  October  1,  2011,  the  Community  adopts 
a  nonbinding  resolution  stating  that  it  intends  to  enact  a  Community  Remittance  Ordinance 
after  October  1 ,  201 1 ,  and  the  effect  of  such  resolution  is  to  delay  the  dissolution  of  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  AB  26  until  November  1 ,  201 1 ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  34194  of  the  CRL,  added  by  AB  27,  sets  forth  formulas  for 
determining  the  required  Community  Remittances  for  the  201 1-12  fiscal  year  and  subsequent 
years;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Under  Section  34194(d)(1),  added  by  AB  27,  the  annual  Community 
Remittance  is  due  in  two  equal  installments  on  January  15*^  and  on  May  15'^  of  each  year 
during  which  a  redevelopment  agency  continues  to  exist  in  the  Community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  28,  201 1 ,  the  Governor  approved  AB  26  and  AB  27,  on  June  29, 
201 1 ,  the  Secretary  of  State  chaptered  those  bills,  and  on  June  30,  2011,  the  Governor 
signed  the  State  budget  bill.  By  their  terms,  AB  26  and  AB  27  are  effective  immediately 
because  they  relate  to  the  budget  bill,  and  as  a  result  most  of  the  Agency's  new 
redevelopment  activities  have  been  suspended  since  June  30'^  except  for  those  activities 
related  to  the  performance  of  existing  enforceable  obligations  and  those  related  to  future 
actions  that  a  successor  agency,  or  the  Agency  if  it  is  not  dissolved,  may  be  required  to  take; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  and  Mayor  may,  in  their  sole  discretion,  consider  approving  a 
Community  Remittance  Ordinance  before  October  1,  2011,  and  the  purpose  of  this  resolution 
is  merely  to  provide  the  Board  and  the  Mayor  with  up  to  an  additional  month-until  November 
1 ,  201 1-if  necessary,  to  consider  whether  to  adopt  a  Community  Remittance  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  AB  27,  the  California  Director  of  Finance  will  notify,  by  August  1 , 
201 1 ,  the  City  of  the  amount  of  the  Community  Remittance  that  the  City  would  have  to  make 
for  the  201 1-12  fiscal  year  to  continue  state-authorized  redevelopment  activities,  and  the  City 
will  then  have  fifteen  days  to  appeal  that  determination  on  certain  limited  bases  to  the  Director 
of  Finance,  which  appeal  the  Director  of  Finance  may  reject  or  approve  at  the  Director's  sole 
discretion;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Controller  and  Executive  Director  of  the  Agency  estimate  that  the 
amount  of  the  Community  Remittance  required  for  fiscal  year  2011-12  is  approximately  $24.6 
million,  most  of  which  AB  27  would  require  to  be  paid  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  to  serve  pupils  living  in  redevelopment  areas  or 
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in  housing  supported  by  redevelopment  agency  funds,  and  a  portion  of  wliich  AB  27  would 
require  to  be  paid  to  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  for  services  that  further 
redevelopment  purposes  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  34194.1(a)  of  the  CRL,  added  by  AB  27,  allows  the  City  to  make  a 
Community  Remittance  using  any  available  funds  not  otherwise  obligated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  241 94.2  of  the  CRL,  added  by  AB  27,  also  allows  the  City,  in 
choosing  to  continue  to  undertake  state-authorized  redevelopment  activities  by  adopting  a 
Community  Remittance  Ordinance,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Agency  providing  for 
the  Agency  to  transfer  a  portion  of  its  tax  increment  to  the  City,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
the  annual  Community  Remittance  due  that  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  contemplated  future  consideration  by  the  Board  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  Community  Remittance  Ordinance,  the  Agency  is  preparing,  or  has 
prepared,  a  proposed  amendment  to  its  fiscal  year  201 1-12  budget  providing  a  source  of 
funds  to  pay  the  Community  Remittance,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  and  Mayor  in  their 
sole  discretion;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  designated  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  ("TIDA"),  a  California  non-profit  corporation,  as  having  the  powers  of  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  the  CRL  ("redevelopment  powers"),  as  allowed  by  the  Treasure 
Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended  Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and 
Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter  1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  "Conversion 
Act"),  and  it  is  the  Board's  intent  in  adopting  this  resolution  to  allow  TIDA  to  continue  to  have 
the  authority  to  exercise  state  authorized  redevelopment  activities  in  the  future  if  the  Board 
and  Mayor  approve  a  Community  Remittance  Ordinance;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Because  TIDA  is  not  now  exercising  any  of  its  redevelopment  powers  in 
connection  with  Treasure  IslandA'erba  Buena  Island  ("Tl"),  and  has  not  exercised  such 
powers  since  AB  26  went  into  effect,  and  because  Tl  is  not  a  redevelopment  project  area  and 
as  a  result  does  not  produce  any  redevelopment  tax  increment,  TIDA  is  not  subject  to  any  of 
the  restrictions  AB  26  places  on  new  activities  of  redevelopment  agencies;  and  nothing  in  this 
resolution  is  intended  to  affect  TIDA's  current  ability  to  proceed  with  reuse,  development  or 
day-to-day  management  of  Tl  using  its  non-redevelopment  powers,  including,  without 
limitation,  the  interim  subleasing  of  property  to  generate  revenue  to  offset  the  costs  of 
managing  Tl  and  performing  its  rights  and  obligations  under  the  Disposition  and  Development 
Agreement  for  Tl;  nor  is  anything  in  this  resolution  intended  to  affect  TIDA's  status  as  the 
Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Tl  or  the  tidelands  trust  trustee  for  the  portions  of  Tl  subject  to  the 
trust,  nor  any  of  the  other  non-redevelopment  powers  or  non-redevelopment  authohty  that  the 
City  has  granted  to  TIDA  and  that  TIDA  currently  has  under  its  articles,  bylaws  and  other 
applicable  instruments  and  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Adoption  of  this  non-binding  resolution  of  intent  is  not  an  "approval"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  nor  would  the  subject 
matter  of  the  ordinance  under  AB  27  be  a  "project"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  21065  of 
CEQA  and  Sections  15378(b)(4)  and  1 5378(b)(5)  of  the  CEQA  Guidelines  because  the 
resolution  would  address  organizational  and  administrative  matters  and  contemplates  a  future 
possible  agreement  to  make  payments  under  state  law,  would  not  authorize  the  expenditure 
of  funds  on  specifically  identified  activities  that  could  result  in  physical  changes  to  the 
environment,  and  would  not  result  in  changes  in  conditions  in  any  redevelopment  project  or 
survey  area  or  at  any  affordable  housing  site;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  intends  to  comply  with  Part  1 .9  of  the  California  Health  and 
Safety  Code,  added  by  AB  27,  by  enacting  a  Community  Remittance  Ordinance  on  or  before

WHEREAS,  the  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$50,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  22,  201 1,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
September  6,  201 1 ,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
September  6,  201 1  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
□f  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
File  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDl_AC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $50,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Housing  Development 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an 
application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of 
the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $50,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
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)irector  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
onsist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
f  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
9quirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
mount  not  to  exceed  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax 
und,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
uthorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
D  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
urposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
/ith  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
)DLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
nd  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  24,  201 1 ,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
August  9,  201 1 ,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above  on 
August  9,  201 1  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  ("CDL^C")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
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Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $20,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Housing  Development 
Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an 
application  (the  "Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC 
pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of 
the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $20,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and 
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;he  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit 
shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section 
515.01  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax 
-und"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
■equirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax 
=und,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
:o  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
Durposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
/vith  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
3DLAC  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

Resolution  approving  the  execution  and  delivery  of  not  to  exceed  $110,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing 
certain  lease  revenue  refunding  bonds  Issued  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency;  approving 
a  Property  Lease,  Project  Lease,  Escrow  Agreements,  and  a  Trust  Agreement;  providing 
for  the  manner  of  sale  of  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation,  whether  by  competitive 
or  negotiated  sale;  approving  the  form  of  the  official  notice  of  sale  and  the  notice  of 
Intention  to  sell  for  the  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation;  directing  the  publication 
of  the  notice  of  intention  to  sell  for  the  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation; 
approving  the  form  of  the  Certificate  Purchase  Contract;  approving  the  form  of  the 
official  statement  in  preliminary  and  final  form;  approving  the  form  of  the  continuing 
disclosure  certificate;  authorizing  the  acceptance  by  the  City  of  certain  property  in 
connection  with  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Refunding  Certificates  of 
Participation;  authorizing  the  payment  of  cost  of  issuance;  authorizing  the  taking  of 
appropriate  actions  in  connection  therewith;  and  related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Agency")  has  previously  issued  its  Lease  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  2002  (George 
R.  Moscone  Convention  Center)  (the  "2002  Bonds")  and  its  Lease  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds, 
Series  2004  (George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center)  (the  "2004  Bonds"  and,  together  with 
the  2002  Bonds,  the  "Prior  Bonds")  to  finance  and  refinance  the  acquisition,  demolition, 
construction,  reconstruction,  installation,  equipping,  improvennent  or  rehabilitation  of  various 
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capital  improvement  projects  (as  further  described  herein,  the  "Project")  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1976  and  in  1986  the  voters  approved  the  issuance  of  the  lease 
revenue  bonds  (the  "Original  Bonds")  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project,  and  the  Prior  Bonds 
were  issued  in  accordance  with  the  Charter  of  the  City  based  on  voter  approval;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Prior  Bonds  were  secured  primarily  by  base  rental  payments  paid  by 
the  City  from  its  general  fund  for  the  City's  use  and  occupancy  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  now  intends  to  reduce 
the  aggregate  base  rental  payments  by  refinancing,  in  part  and/or  in  whole,  the  Prior  Bonds 
through  the  execution  and  delivery  of  two  series  of  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation, 
including  such  certificates  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000  (the 
"201 1A  Certificates")  and  certificates  in  an  aggregate  phncipal  amount  of  $75,000,000  (the 
"201  IB  Certificates"  and,  together  with  the  2011 A  Certificates,  the  "2011  Certificates");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Said  201 1  Certificates  will  be  secured  primarily  by  base  rental  payments  to 
be  paid  by  the  City  from  the  City's  general  fund  pursuant  to  a  Project  Lease  by  and  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee,  defined  below  (the  "Project  Lease");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  201 1  Certificates,  the 
City  shall  enter  into  a  Property  Lease  (as  defined  herein),  a  Project  Lease,  a  Trust  Agreement 
(as  defined  herein),  an  Escrow  Agreements  (as  defined  herein),  and  certain  other  related

Section  2.  Approval  of  201 1  Certificates:  Authorization  of  Selection  of  Trustee.  The 
Board  hereby  approves  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  2011  Certificates.  The  Controller  or 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to 
determine  the  manner  of  sale  of  the  201 1  Certificates,  whether  by  competitive  sale  or 
negotiated  sale;  the  sale  date,  the  interest  rate  or  rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount  thereof 
(not  to  exceed  $110,000,000)  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution.  The  2011 
Certificates  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  Trust  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Trustee  (defined  below)  (the  "Trust  Agreement").  The  201 1 
Certificates  shall  be  comprised  of,  and  designated  as,  the  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  2001A  (Moscone  Center  South  Refunding 
Project)"  and  as  the  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation, 
Series  201 1B  (Moscone  Center  North  Refunding  Project)"  or  such  other  designation  as 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  The  2011 A  Certificates  shall  have  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000,  and  the  201  IB  Certificates  shall  have 
an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  75,000,000,  each  with  an  interest  rate  not  to 
exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.

43.6.6  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  To  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the  Controller 
or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  this  Board  authorizes  the  procurement  of  credit 
enhancement  for  the  2011  Certificates,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  municipal  bond  insurance 
and/or  debt  service  reserve  fund  surety  bond.  Notv\/ithstanding  Section  13  hereof,  the 
documents  authorized  herein  may  be  modified  or  amended  to  permit  the  procurement  of 
credit  enhancement  for  the  201 1  Certificates,  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney.

Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  with 
such  changes,  additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may 
approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced 
by  the  distribution  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  to  potential  purchasers  of  the  201 1 
Certificates. 

In  the  event  the  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  determines  to  sell  the 
201 1  Certificates  by  competitive  sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  on  behalf  of  the 
Controller,  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  201 1  Certificates,  and 
the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  award  the  201 1  Certificates  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale, 

Section  9.  Approval  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  201 1  Certificates.  The 
form  of  the  notice  of  intention  to  sell  relating  to  the  201 1  Certificates  (the  "Notice  of  Intention 
to  Sell"),  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is 
hereby  approved.  In  the  event  the  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  determines  to 
sell  the  201 1  Certificates  pursuant  to  a  competitive  sale,  as  provided  in  Section  10  below,  the 
Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  publication  of 
the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell,  with  such  changes,  additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the 
Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney;  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  publication  of  the  Notice  of 
intention  to  Sell.
